INDIANA MARKED ON 


FIELD AT ANTIETAM 


De dic ation 
ot Monument to 


Dos sie r Dead. 


Antietam, Md., Sept. 19.—Su rrou nd­ 
ed b y distingu ished army officers and 
cheered b y 100 or more Indiana veter­ 
ans, Governor Marshall Satu rday u n­ 
veiled the handsome monu ment erect­ 
ed b y the state of Indiana on the An­ 
tietam b attlegrou nd in memory of her 
sons who there lost their lives forty - 
eight y ^ars ago to the day . 
Following 
the dedication a m ajority of the Indi- 
anians proceeded to Atlantic City for 
the nafienal encam p m ent of the G. A.

Cause of the Tides. 
The tides are due wholly to the a t­ 
tractive force of the sun and moon. 
Lverj particle of m atter composing 
the earth gravitates toward the moon 
inveftely as the square of its dis­ 
tance. 
By the law' of gravity the attractive 
force of the sun and moon decreases 
with the square of the distance. 
For 
that reason the nearer surface of the 
earth is attracted with greater force 
and the further surface with lesser 
force than the center. 
The resultant 
effect is to cause a tendency to recede 
from the earth's center in parts im­ 
mediately under the sun or moon and 
also on the side most remote from 
them. 
The watery of the ocean are free to 
yield to this tendency and hence they 
tend to be heaped up into four tidal 
waves a day—tw'o lunar and two solar.

“I thought I knew as much as the 
next person when it comes to preserv­ 
ing fruits, vegetables and the Uke,” 
said a New York housekeeper to a 
friend while waiting for her change 
in the grocery store. 
“But I’ve Just 
learned of something 
new—a very 
simple way of making it possible to 
have fresh string beans throughout 
the winter, and at their lowest sum­ 
mer cost too. 
“The process Is extremely simple. 
As soon as the beans are picked they 
are sorted and care should be taken 
to see that they are clean and dry. 
Then in the bottom of a wooden box 
lined with paper place a layer of dry 
table salt. 
On top of this place a 
layer of beans, then more salt and 
more beans in as many layers as you 
wish. Put a generous layer of salt on 
top of all, cover over with paper and 
set in a cool dry place. 
The beans 
can be taken put as wanted and will 
be found as fresh as when picked. 
Indeed, my informant assured me she 
had had fresh beans kl March which 
had been picked the previous summer. 
You must be careful to get the real 
string bean, though, green in color, 
for the other kinds, Uke wax beans, 
won’t keep.”
